The apple cro p is being harv ested and Ro o sev elt Pend- 


lan is a mig rant wo rker. 
He left his nativ e Flo rida in early Aug ust, dro v e no rth 
with friends, and arriv ed in so uthern Ulster Co unty later 
that mo nth. He has made the trek no rth since 19 5 2. Pre­ 
sumably he will ag ain nex t y ear. 
A t 4 0, Ro o sev elt is a curio us fix ture— to himself and to 
the co mmo dity his serv ices suppo rt. W itho ut him the apples 
wo uld ro t o n their limbs. But to him the co mmunity lo cks 
its do o rs. And Ro o sev elt is co nfo unded. 
Ten y ears ag o it to o k Ro o sev elt sev eral mo nths to make 
the trip fro m Orlando to Clinto ndale. In the Caro lina’s and 


Virg inia there was to bacco and J ersey had its sharecro ps. 
Then to o , Lo ng Island had its po tato patches. It mo unted 
up to a g o o d many sto ps. 
To day , to bacco flo urishes in the Caro lina*’ as nev er 
befo re. No w, ho wev er, techno lo g y has cut the labo r need, 
and resettled mig rants wo rk the J ersey sharecro ps. And 
y es, machines pick Lo ng Island po tato es. 
Still there is a need fo r him and that need is nev er 
mo re acute than it is in New Yo rk’s fertile apple belt. This 
need bring s Ro o sev elt and the hundreds like him annually 
to Ulster Co unty . 
Acco rding to Bernard Kimball o f the New Yo rk State 
Emplo y ment Serv ice, there are appro x imately 2,000 mig rant 
and 5 00 o ff-sho re wo rkers presently in the co unty . 
The Ulster Co unty Co mmunity Actio n g ro up places 


the fig ure clo ser to 1,000. Whatev er the number, they pro ­ 
v ide mo re than 2(H) apple g ro wers with the plasma v ital 
to harv esting the apple cro p. The mig rants also pro v ide 
pro blems. 
The mig rants, so uthern labo rers who co me no rth to aid 
reg io nal g ro wers during the harv est, and o ff-sho re wo rkers, 
g enerally J amaicans bro ug ht to the harv est at the g ro wer’s 
ex pense, underlie this sad so cial pheno mena. 
Perhaps the plig ht o f the mig rant is buried beneath the 
sy stem itself and the sy stem can o nly be described as ro o t­ 
less. The mig rants are in transitio n, basically ho meless and 
searching , and dependent upo n v ariables fo r which man 
has y et no so lutio n.

He arriv ed in a Montana city just Indore the 
luncheon meeting where he was to make a major 
campaign sjnx v h. 
The local reporter learned with dismay that Sena­ 
tor Barkley would s|>eak from not<*s rather than pre­ 
pared copy . 
“ We’re an afternoon paper," he told the Kentuck­ 
ian, “ and y ou’ll finish y our talk just before we go to 
press. Thera won’t 1*' time to write the story and giv e 
it good play . Could y ou giv e me the main points now? " 
He did, but hundreds of ix x >ple wera kept waiting. 
The reporter was emlwirrassed, and said so. 
“ Don’t apologize to me," said Senator Barkley . 
“ I’m here to get publicity for Harry Truman as candi­ 
date for president, my self as his running mate, and 
those on the ticket who are running for state and local 
offices. 
“ You and y our newspaper can giv e it to us. So I (k> 
y ou no fav or when I take time to giv e this information. 
Ycx i are doing me, my associates and party the fav or. 
1 am the one who should lx ' grateful." 
Which was true, but how many in his ix jsitkm 
would hav e said it? 
A newspaper’s ability to decade how and what and 
how much it will or will not re|x >rt giv es it tremendous 
power. 
But good newsiKipeimen do not regard this as 
reason to boat their chests and shout of their might as 
did Tarzan of the Ape's. 
They regard it instead as reason to lie humble, 
using that power and ability to get things ck>ne in 
community and public serv ice . . . using it to help 
mankind. 
They regard it too as an obligation to report the 
news fully and fairly with decency , judgement and 
kindliness.

Who ev er told that nosey ed­ 
itor he had a right to pry into 
what happened at our council 
meeting?

The answer is that there is 
no law, rule, regulation or or­ 
der that specifically requires 
a newspaper reporter to cov er 
city council, school lioard or 
court sessions. The Constitu­ 
tion say s “ Congress s h a l l 
make no law , . t abridging 
freedom of the press.” One 
can search out all of the laws 
of the Federal Gov ernment, 
right down to the Freedom of 
Information bill passed by the 
8Mh Congress, and find noth­ 
ing further about “ the press.” 
The sam e can be said of 
state law. Most state consti­ 
tutions recognize freedom of 


the press to publish news, but 
none particularize these rights 
or set down any press respon­ 
sibilities. 
The newspaper is not 
re­ 
quired to report the city coun­ 
cil meeting or send someone 
to the school directors’ ses­ 
sions. The reporter could stay 
home. Nor 
do laws specify 
that “ the press’’ be accorded 
any special treatment before 
any public body . “ Open meet­ 
ing laws” nev er mention news­ 
papers, 
reporters, 
or 
news 
media. They simply affirm the 
right of the public at large 
to attend and observ e m eet­ 
ings of gov erning assemblies.

the co mmu n ity . Al­ 
mo st ev ery body atten ded, an d 
those who didn ’t, so o n learn ed 
from the informed majo rity . 
But v illag es soon grew in to 
cities, and the “ pure demo c­ 
racy ’’ 
of the 
town 
meetin g 
g av e 
way to representativ e 
democracy . G o v e r n m e n t 
was 
growing 
more 
remo te 
from the people. It was gro w­ 
ing more complicated. Yet the 
citizen, as a v oter had the 
sam e responsibility to 
k eep 
himself informed. 
It followed 
naturally 
that 
the Nation’s 
fledgling 
p ress 
should fill the role of rep o rter 
and commentator on public af­ 
fairs. No one passed a law re­ 
quiring it. The Founding F a­ 
thers simply had faith that 
a priv ate 
press, 
giv en 
the 
guarantee of freedom to do so, 
would accept the responsibil­ 
ity . And of course it has. For 
nearly 
two centuries 
news­ 
papers hav e attended meet­ 
ings of gov erning bodies, re­ 
porting and interpreting in be­ 
half of the public. 


The rep o rter 
atten ds 
city 
co u n cil meetin gs a s a m em ­ 
ber o f the p u blic. He has a 
right to Ix 1 p resen t o n ly if the 
p u blic retain s that right, The 
edito r co m men ts o n the co u n ­ 
cil’s decisio n s 
o r lack o f 
them — as an o rdin ary cit­ 
izen , While he is aided in his 
fu n ctio n by the p rin tin g p ress 
at his disp o sal, it giv es him 
n o sp ecial rights. He can co m­ 
men t o n ly so lo n g as the p u b­ 
lic has a p riv ilege o f co m­ 
men tin g. 


The “ right to know” “ free­ 
dom of information’’ are con­ 
cepts with which the newsman 
works ev ery day . The same 
professional 
tradition 
which 
sends him to the city coun­ 
cil meeting compels him to 
resist inroads on these public 
rights. For he knows, and the 
public should alway s realize 
too, that in all that he does, 
the newspaperman acts as a 
citizen, in behnlf of his fel­

short of a formal break. Heav y 
pressure is on Foreign Minister 
Adam Malik to break the ties 
with China, but he is reported 
opposed to it. 
The strongly worded demand 
by Indonesia declared that Chi­ 
na had ignored the "norm al tra­ 
ditions 
among 
civ ilized 
na­ 
tions." 
It 
rejected 
prev ious 
Chinese 
protests 
on 
grounds 
that the treatm ent of the In­ 
donesian staff in 
Peking was 
worse than what has happened 
here. 
Mobs 
of 
Indonesians 
and 
Chinese hav e sacked each oth 
er's embassies. In the most re 
cent attack on the Chinese Em 
hassy. twenty Chinese officials 
were hadly beaten and two were 
shot. 
The Foreign Ministry state­ 
ment said China would he per­ 
mitted to land a plane to pick up 
its staff once the Indonesians in 
Peking had safely arriv ed in ei­ 
ther Hong Kong or Dacca, East 
Pakistan. 
Earlier, 
Indonesia

mov e its embassy staff in Pe­ 
king to Hong King, but China re­ 
fused exit permits. 
Under deposed President Su­ 
karno. Indonesia was a friend of 
Red China. But that changed 
after the military put down a 
coup attempt led by the Indone 
sian Communist party in Octo 
her, 1965.

The gov ernment expelled two

allegedly shooting at the Indone­ 
sian youths who storm ed the 
embassy.

The apple crop is being harvested and Roosevelt Pend- 


lan is a migrant worker. 
He left his native Florida in early August, drove north 
with friends, and arrived in southern Ulster County later 
that month. H e has made the trek north since 1952. Pre­ 
sumably he will again next year. 
At 40, Roosevelt is a curious fixture— to himself and to 
the commodity his services support. W ithout him the apples 
would rot on their limbs. But to him the community locks 
its doors. And Roosevelt is confounded. 
Ten years ago it took Roosevelt several months to make 
the trip from Orlando to Clintondale. In the Carolina’s and 


Virginia there was tobacco and Jersey had its sharecrops. 
I hen too, Long Island had its potato patches. It mounted 
up to a good many stops. 
Today, tobacco flourishes in the Carolinas' as never 
before. Now, however, technology has cut the labor need, 
and resettled migrants work the Jersey sharecrops. And 
yes, machines pick Long Island potatoes. 
Still there is a need for him and that need is never 
more acute than it is in New York’s fertile apple belt. This 
need brings Roosevelt and the hundreds like him annually 
to Ulster County. 
According to Bernard Kimball of the New York State 
Employment .Service, there are approximately 2,000 migrant 
and 500 off-shore workers presently in the county. 
The Ulster County Community Action group places 


the figure closer to 3,000. Whatever the number, they pro­ 
vide more than 2(H) apple growers with the plasma vital 
to harvesting the apple crop. I he migrants also provide 
problems. 
I he migrants, southern laborers who come north to aid 
regional growers during the harvest, and off-shore workers, 
generally Jamaicans brought to the harvest at the grower’s 
expense, underlie this sad social phenomena. 
Perhaps the plight of the migrant is buried beneath the 
system itself and the system can only be described as root­ 
less. I he migrants are in transition, basically homeless and 
searching, and dependent upon variables for which man 
has yet no solution.

Secretary of Defense Mc­ 
N am ara and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have pretty 
much 
reconciled 
their 
differences 
over bombing targets in North 
Vietnam, each by giving a 
little. 
The joint chiefs have taken 
30 targets to which McNamara 
objected off their list, 
and 
McNamara has okayed the 
rem ainder of the list. 
Late in summer, the Secre­ 
tary of Defense had testified 
that the worthwhile targets 
were about 
exhausted, 
and 
this brought a stentorian blast 
from Sen. John Stennis, D- 
Miss., chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Preparedness Committee. 
Stennis sided with the mili­ 
tary leaders of the Pentagon. 
Since 
then, 
however, 
the 
joint 
chiefs 
have 
trimmed 
their sails. They have yielded 
on the Haiphong docks, re­ 
garding which both Rusk and

plus certain other 
much sm aller targets. 
M cNamara 
objected

bombing one small tire pin t 
because only 30 tires were

argued that this wasn’t worth 
either the risk of American

He also opposed 
bombing such small targets as 
trucks standing under trees. 
On the other hand some 
targets have been put back 
on the list, such as bridges 
which have been rebuilt and 
power plants which have been 
reconstructed. 
Targets are selected in con­ 
ferences 
attended 
by 
both 
Rusk and McNamara, where 
either can object. 
Objections don’t result in 
acrimonious arugmcnfs Usu­ 
ally 
it’s 
the 
Secretary 
of 
State more than the Secre­ 
tary of Defense who w ill say. 
"I’d like to study that one 
further” ; or the Secretary of 
Defense who will say, "That 
one isn t worth the risk of 
lives involved.” 
When they do object, the 
targets are automatically re- 
mow'd from the list until the 
next meeting. The President 
has never yet okayed a tar­ 
get to which Rusk 
or 
Mc­ 
Nam ara objected. 
Secretary McNamara's per­ 
sonal relations with the .joint 
chiefs are good. Gen. Earle 
Wheeler, chairman, and Gen. 
Harold 
Johnson, 
Chief 
of 
Staff of the Army, together 
with John McConnell Chief 
of the Air Force, and Adm. 
David 
McDonald.

all

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Freedom of the Press Belongs to the People Want Sonic Bomb Tests 
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Who ever told that nosey ed­ 
itor he had a right to pry into 
what happened at our council 
meeting? What gave that re­ 
porter any idea that he could 
write about the school direc­ 
tors the way he did* 
The answer is that there is 
no law, rule, regulation or or­ 
der that specifically requires 
a newspaper reporter to cover 
city council, school board or 
court sessions. The Constitu­ 
tion says "Congress s h a l l 
make no law . . . abridging 
freedom of the press." One 
can search out all of the laws 
of the Federal Government, 
right down to the Freedom (rf 
Information bill passed by the 
89th Congress, and find noth­ 
ing further about "the press." 
The same can be said of 
state law. Most state consti­ 
tutions recognize freedom of 


the press to publish news, but 
none particularize these rights 
or set down any press respon­ 
sibilities. 
The newspaper is not re­ 
quired to report the city coun­ 
cil meeting or send someone 
to the school directors’ ses­ 
sions. The reporter could stay 
home. Nor do laws specify 
that "the press’’ be accorded 
any special treatm ent before 
any public body. "Open meet­ 
ing laws" never mention news­ 
papers, 
reporters, or 
news 
media. They simply affirm the 
right of the public at large 
to attend and observe meet­ 
ings of governing assemblies. 
Mrs. Smith, then, can "cov­ 
er" the city council — for 
her club, her neighborhood, or 
just for herself. The principle 
of open government meetings 
was established for the people 
— not solely for the press or 
its representatives.

Then why is it that "the 
right to know" and "freedom 
of information" always seem 
to be linked with the press?

Al­ 
most everybody attended, and 
those who didn’t, soon learned 
from the informed majority. 
But villages soon grew into 
cities, and the "pure democ­ 
racy’’ of the town meeting 
gave way to representative 
democracy. G o v e r n m e n t 
was 
growing 
more 
remote 
from the people. It was grow­ 
ing more complicated. Yet the 
citizen, as a voter had the 
same responsibility to keep 
himself informed. 
It followed 
naturally 
that 
the Nation’s 
fledgling 
press 
should fill the role of reporter 
and commentator on public af­ 
fairs. No one passed a law re­ 
quiring it. The Founding Fa­ 
thers simply had faith that 
a private 
press, 
given 
the 
guarantee of freedom to do so, 
would accept the responsibil­ 
ity. And of course it has. For 
nearly two centuries news­ 
papers have attended meet­ 
ings of governing bodies, re­ 
porting and interpreting in be­ 
half of the public. 


The reporter 
attends 
city 
council meetings as a mem­ 
ber of the public. He has a 
right to be present only if the 
public retains that right. The 
editor comments on the coun­ 
cil’s decisions 
or lack of 
them — as an ordinary cit­ 
izen. While he is aided in his 
function by the printing press 
at his disposal, it gives him 
no special rights. He can com­ 
ment only so long as the pub­ 
lic has a privilege of com­ 
menting. 


The "right to know" "free­ 
dom of information" are con­ 
cepts with which the newsman 
works every day. The same 
professional 
tradition 
which 
sends him to the city coun­ 
cil meeting compels him to 
resist inroads on these public 
rights. For he knows, and the 
public should always realize 
too, that in all that he does, 
the newspaperman acts as a 
citizen, in behalf of his fel­ 
low citizens.

In looking toward their fourth 
in a row, the Cardinals have 
hitting, pitching and precedence 
in their favor. 
Only three teams in history

Did Sox Manager Keep 
Santiago in Too Long?

ST. LOUIS (AP) — How can you second guess a five-hit shutout by big Bob Gibson? 
The St. Louis Cardinals simply had too much pitching and too much hitting for Bos­ 
ton's battered pitching staff in Sunday’s fourth World Series game at Busch Stadium. 
Because three of the four Boston relief pitchers were able to blank the Cards, some 
might have questioned the choice of Jose Santiago to make a second start for Boston. 
However, the Puerto Rican had lost a tight one to Gibson, 2-1, in his first try. 
Manager Dick Williams did go a long way with Santiago in the first inning when the 
Cardinals scored four big runs enroute to their 6-0 victory. Santiago got only two men out 
and gave up singles to Lou Brock, Curt Flood, Tim McCarver, Julian Javier and Dal Max- 
vill and a two-run double to Roger Maris before Gary Bell came to the rescue. 
However, Bell had been routed in Saturday’s game and Jerry Stephenson, who followed 
him as Sunday's third Boston pitcher, was roughed up for tw’o more runs. 
Losing 6-0, Dave Morehead and 19-year-old Ken Brett were able to blank the Cards 
without a hit in the last four innings. 
Gary Waslewski, effective in relief of Bell Saturday, already had been tabbed as the 
probable Red Sox starter in the sixth game, if Jim Lonborg can hold the fort Monday. 
Red Schoendienst, the Card manager, has been in the driver’s seat all during the Series 
because he has had Gibson lined up for the first, fourth and seventh, if needed. Williams 
had to use up I^onborg to clinch the pennant Sunday, and thus would have to use him 
with only two days rest if it goes to a seventh game. 
Lou Brock, the big hitter of the Series with a .500 average on eight hits in 16 trips 
and three stolen bases, opened the big first inning by beating out an infield single. Curt 
Flood then singled to left. 
Roger Maris, continuing to prove he was not all w ashed up when the New York Yankees 
traded him, came through with a two-run double to the left field corner. Maris took third 
on Orlando Cepeda’s fly ball and scored on Tim McCarver’s single to right. 
McCarver took second on Julian Javier's single off Rico Petrocelli’s glove and scored 
from second on Maxville single to left, beating Carl Yastrzemski’* throw. Williams re­ 
placed Santiago with Bell at that point but the game was gone.

The Red Sox won the first of 
ficial fall classic 64 years ago in 
a best-of nine series. Only two 
teams have bounced hack after
